The  degree  of  surprise  felt  by  the  individual  reader  when  he  notes  the  number  and 
date  of  this  issue  of  the  Review  will  be  a measure  of  the  attention  he  pays  to  the  Editor’s 
sapient  observations.  Last  time  around  we  explained  everything,  so  there  is  no  point  in 
going  over  the  ground  again,  other  than  to  assure  you  that  there  is  nothing  wrong  with 
your  eyesight.  You  are  actually  looking  at  No.  6,  1966. 

We  have  been  able  to  list  a substantial  quantity  of  French  Medieval  and  Renaissance 
coins.  The  most  casual  examination  of  the  lot  will  show  that  the  historic  French 
monetary  system  has  enough  variations  to  satisfy  the  most  captious  admirer  of  Gallic 
culture.  The  odd  thing  is  that  the  old  traditions  are  still  maintained,  as  the'  following 
short  report  culled  from  the,  New  York  Times  last  year  will  show.  Well,  the  rulers  of 
France  have  been  named  Charles  before,  and  few  of  them  can  be  accused  of  foolish  con- 
sistency in  the  management  of  their  coinage. 

PARBLEU,  THOSE  FRANCS!

“Paris,  Aug.  26  — Many  American  tourists  here  seem  more  discouraged  and  offended 
by  French  money  than  by  the  foreign  policy  of  President  de  Gaulle.  The  subject  most 
emotionally  discussed  is  the  money  in  their  pockets.  Since  1959,  France  has  had  one  of 
the  world’s  most  annoying  currencies.  Much  of  it  looks  and  feels  like  toy  money.  There 
are  old  francs  (pre-1959)  and  new  francs.  The  old  francs  have  two  more  zeros  than  the 
new  francs,  and  even  children  can  figure  this  out.  In  conversation,  it  is  not  so  easy. 
Saleswomen  still  tell  tourists  that  a pair  of  gloves  costs  5,000  francs  instead  of  500. 
The  difference  between  the  two  prices  is  the  equivalent  of  $900,  since  the  new  franc  is 
worth  about  20  cents. 

French  coins  present  more  problems.  The  old  50  franc  piece,  which  was  worth  10 
cents,  was  made  into  a 50  centime  piece,  which  was  also  worth  10  cents  but,  unhappily, 
looked  like  the  new  20  centime  piece  worth  4 cents,.  Dimly  aware  of  the  confusion  this 
caused,  the  French  Government  last  May  plunged  ahead  to  make  still  another  new  50 
centime  piece.  This  time  it  looked  like  an  existing  5 centime  piece  worth  3 cents.  Paying 
a taxi  driver  at  night  can  be  a major  test  of  vision  and  nerves. 

Many  people  feel  the  same  way  as  an  American  girl  who  said : ‘The  best  thing 
about  shopping  in  Paris,  is  that  you  don’t  have  to  fool  around  with  any  of  that  French 
money.’  Like  other  tourists,  she  paid  for  her  purchases  with  travelers’  checks  because 
nearly  all  French  stores  and  shops  offer  a discount  for  them.  It  varies,  from  14  to  20 
percent,  although  no  one  is  sure  why.” 
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THE  DEKADRACHM  OF  SYRACUSE  AND  ITS  TIMES

The  dekadrachm  of  Syracuse  probably  qualifies  as  the  most  familiar  of  all  Ancient 
coins.  It  has  long  been  an  editorial  favorite  because  it  lends,  itself  too  easily  to  one  of 
those  loose  superlatives  so  dear  to  the  American  heart  — “The  World’s  Most  Beautiful 
Coin”.  Fortunately  the  dekadrachm  is  such  a splendid  sculptural  work  its  reputation 
will  hardly  be  tarnished  by  our  national  weakness  for  classifying  everything  in  extreme 
categories.  Although  beauty  is  a relative  quality,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  coin  is  a 
“tour  de  force”  of  the  die  cutter’s  art.  It  also  happens  to  be  a highly  significant  historical 
and  numismatic  document.  For  this  reason,  and  because  we  are  able  to  offer  a remarkably 
attractive  specimen  of  the  Euainetos  type,  it  s.eems  worthwhile  to  devote  a few  words 
to  the  dekadrachm  and  its  background. 

Even  the  commonest  of  modern  coins  reveals  something  of  the  civilization  which 
produced  it.  The  monetary  issues  of  the  classical  world  are  sometimes  the  only  windows 
left  which  permit  us  to  observe  a lost  civilization.  As  G.  F.  Hill,  in  the  Introduction  of 
his,  “Coins  of  Ancient  Sicily”,  points  out,  “In  Greece  the  coins  often  provide  more  than 
mere  footnotes  to  history.  And  of  all  parts  of  the  Greek  world,  this  is  most  true  of 
Sicily,  where  the  extraordinary,  almost  feverish,  individual  development  of  the  cities  is 
brilliantly  reflected  in  the  constant  changes  of  their  currency.”  The  dekadrachm  can  be 
appreciated  on  esthetic  grounds  alone,  but  it  cannot  be  understood  without  some  know- 
ledge of  Syracuse.  Ini  the  Fourth  Century  B.C.  that  city  became  the  greatest,  the  most 
cosmopolitan  and  the  richest  in  the  Greek  world. 

Greek  colonization  of  Sicily  began  when  the  Chalcidians  founded  Naxos  in  735  B.C. 
A year  later,  according  to  Thucydides,  the  great  trading  city  of  Corinth  established  an 
outpost  on  the  islet  of  Ortygia,  a stone’s  throw  off  the  east  coast,  and  called  it  Syracuse. 
During  the  next  three  centuries  the  colony  prospered.  While  wars  of  conquest  among 
the  Greek  colonial  cities  were  not  unknown,  on'  the  whole  they  were  less  constant  in 
Sicily  than  in  old  Greece.  After  Sicilian  isolation  was  effectively  broken  by  the  upheaval 
of  the  Peloponnesian  Wars  in  the  Fifth  Century  B.C.  the  Siciliot  Greeks  showed  a 
marked  military  inferiority  compared  to  the  more  practiced  Athenians  and  Spartans. 
Lack  of  military  skills  is  frequently  an  indication  of  a greater  importance  being  given 
to  other  forms  of  public  activity,  like  commerce  and  the  arts.  However  this  may  be,  the 
Syracusans  demonstrated  a remarkable  adaptability  during  and  after  the  great  crisis  of 
414  when  the  entire  power  of  Athens  was  deployed  in  a futile  attempt  to  destroy  them. 

It  is  not  possible  to  delve  too  deeply  into  the  complicated  background  of  the  Pelo- 
ponnesian Wars  in  this  short  article.  During  the  “Golden  Age  of  Pericles”,  from  443  to 
429  B.C.,  Athens  reached  the  peak  of  her  material  and  military  prosperity.  Athenian  demo- 
cracy, fully  developed  by  Pericles,  had  rather  curious  external  results.  The  foreign  policy 
of  the  state  was  directed  towards  an  almost  reckless  imperial  expansion  at  the  expense 
of  its  neighbors  until  public  opinion  in  all  Greece  was  aroused.  The  tyranny  of  democratic 
Athens  was  brought  under  control  between  the  years  431  and  404  in  a series  of  engage- 
ments collectively  referred  to  as  the  Peloponnesian  Wars.  “The  issue  of  this  conflict 
was  determined  less  by  any  intrinsic  superiority  on  the  part  of  her  (Athens’)  enemies 
than  by  the  blunders  committed  by  a people  unable  to  carry  on  a consistent  foreign 
policy  on  its  own  initiative,  and  served  since  Pericles  by  none  but  selfish  or  short 
sighted  advisers”. 
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The  climax  of  the  Wars  was  reached  with  the  great  expedition  Athens  mounted 
against  Syracuse  in  the  years  415-413.  If  successful,  the  Athenian  plans,  would  have 
changed  the  face  of  the  Western  world  of  that  time.  The  unprecedented  failure,  the 
result  of  blind  overconfidence  and  the  blundering  of  Nicias,  the  Athenian  general,  as  well 
as  the  support  organized  by  the  metropolitan  city  of  Corinth,  ended  Athenian  dreams  of 
domination  for  all  time.  There  is  no  more  revealing  evidence  of  the  effect  of  the  victory 
on  Syracuse  than  the  great  dekadrachms.  They  were  first  issued  in  412  when,  it  is  said, 
the  Assinarian  Games  were  established  by  the  Syracusans  to  celebrate  the  final  disaster 
suffered  by  the  retreating  Athenian  Army  at  the  river  Assinarus  in  September  of  413. 

We  might  pause  for  a moment  to  consider  the  city  itself  at  the  time  of  the  siege 
and  in  the  Fourth  Century.  Syracuse  is  better  remembered  now  for  what  it  was  than  for 
what  it  is.  The  city,  originally  confined  to  the  small  island  of  Ortygia,  was  joined  to  the 
mainland  by  a mole  in  the  Sixth  Century  B.C.  By  the  beginning  of  the  Twentieth  Cen- 
tury A.D.  it  had  shrunk;  once  more  into  the  same  narrow  area,  with  a population  of 
only  slightly  more  than  23,000  souls.  Today  the  population  has  only  risen  to  about  90,000. 
Yet  under  Dionysius  I,  from  40o  to  367,  the  Amphitheater  is  reputed  to  have  had  seat- 
ing for  50,000  people  and  the  total  population  was  close  to  half  a million.  At  the  time  of

the  siege1  the  city,  as  shown  on  our  accompanying  map,  consisted  of  the  Ortygia  and 
the  “Outer  City”  mentioned  by  Thucydides.  The  Temenites,  Tyche  and  Epipolae  were 
suburbs.  To  protect  himself  against  the  constant  danger  from  Carthage,  Dionysius  I 
fortified  the  whole  area  until  the  substantial  walls  and  strategic  forts  measured  180 
stadia,  or  about  22  miles  in  circumference.  He  also  built  the  most  powerful  fleet  in  the 
Mediterranean,  introducing  ships  with  four  and  five  banks  of  oars. 

Late  Fifth  and  early  Fourth  Century  Syracuse  was  more  than  a military  stronghold. 
Sicily  has  always  been  a crossroads  where  a variety  of  ethnic  strains  met  and,  to  one 
degree  or  another,  became  absorbed.  Ancient  Syracuse  might  be  considered  to  have  been 
something  of  a Greek  Paris.  It  became  immensely  wealthy  with  the  concomittant  result 
that  artistic  and  cultural  life  reached  a very  high  level  of  development.  Even  a casual 
examination  of  the  dekadrachm  should  indicate  that  a civilization  producing  a coin  of 
this  size  and  quality  must  have  been  highly  sophisticated  indeed.  Assuming  command  of 
the  appropriate  languages,  the  average  New  Yorker  of  1967  would  probably  have  felt 
more  at  ease  in  Syracuse,  and  later  in  Rome,  than  his  imagination  will  enable  him  to 
grasp.  The  very  opulence  of  the  coin  tells  the  observer  something  of  great  importance 
about  the  city. 
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During  the  Nineteenth  Century  the  dekadrachms  were  often  referred  to  as  “Medal- 
lions”. The  word  doesn’t  sound  well  in  our  ears,  although  it  was  meant  to  be  a form  of 
compliment  in  an  age  when  “the  art  of  the  medal”  was  more  highly  regarded  than  it  is 
today.  To  us  the  word  has  dangerous  connotations.  Could  the  dekadrachms  really  have 
been  only  medals  after  all?  Whenever  one  is  described  the  opportunity  is  seldom  missed 
to  point  out  that  the  pieces  are  supposed  to  have  been  used  as,  prizes  at  the  Assinarian 
games.  We  are  familiar  with  the  cheerful  faces  of  modern  Olympic  winners  proudly 
wearing  their  medals  around  their  necks.  The  trouble  is  that  the  coin  collector  is  seldom 
happy  with  a medal  unless  it  is  cheap,  or  can  be  identified  in  some  way  with  a series  of 
coins  in  which  he  is  interested.  A word  about  the  dekadrachm  as  a coin  is  obviously 
required. 

The  idea  of  a commemorative  coinage  was  not  a new  one  in  413.  Sixty-seven  years 
earlier  the  Syracusans  celebrated  their  success  in  surviving  another  great  civic  crisis 
with  the  issue  of  a dramatic  ten  drachma  piece.  This  coin  was  named  after  Damarete, 
wife  of  Gelon,  who  led  the  Syracusan  army  to  a great  victory  over  the  Carthaginians  in  a 
battle  near  Himera  in  480.  The  Damareteion  is  considered  by  many  authorities  to  be 
the  most  remarkable  of  all  Syracusan  coins  and  it  is  surely  one  of  the  rarest.  The  events 
of  413  inspired  a whole  series  of  commemoratives  in  a variety  of  denominations,  as 
Brett  pointed  out  in  her,  “Victory  Issues  of  Syracuse  after  413  B.C.”  (A.N.S.  Monograph 
No.  75).  This  is  not  surprising  when  it  is  considered  that  the  siege,  by  cutting  off  supplies 
of  bullion  and  generally  bringing  work  at  the  mint  to  a full  stop,  had  caused  a severe 
monetary  famine.  The  resumption  of  normal  economic  life  after  the  annihilation  of 
the  Athenian  fleet  and  army,  to  which  can  be  added  the  stimulation  provided  by  the 
crowds  foregathering  for  the  games  in  412,  required  a substantial  addition  to  the  circu- 
lating medium. 

In  the  circumstances,  then,  the  combination  of  tradition  and  immediate  need  re- 
sulted in  a group  of  commemorative  coins  crowned  by  the  issue  of  another  ten  drachma 
piece.  The  dekadrachms  were  largely  the  work  of  two  artists,,  Kimon  and  Euainetos,  whose 
die  cutting  skill  on  these  and  other  Syracusan  coins  has  seldom  been  equalled  in  any  age. 
Superficially  both  types  bear  a close  resemblance.  Their  crowning  glory  is  a beautifully 
rendered  female  head.  G.  F.  Hill  comments,  “A  significant  point,  in  connection  with  the 
great  importance  attaching  to  these  heads  as  works  of  art,  is  that  the  head  is  always 
the  obverse  side  of  the  coin,  and  the  chariot  on  the  reverse.  This  disposition  of  types 
now  became  the  general  rule  for  all  coins  although  there  are  many  exceptions”.  Kimon 
portrays  the  nymph  Arethusa,  her  hair  bound  by  a fillet  and  partly  confined  by  a cap. 
Euainetos  also  took  Arethusa  for  his  subject  but  crowned  her  with  barley  leaves. 

Both  heads  also  introduce  a new  element  quite  familiar  to  us  today.  Many  of  the 
deities  used  as  numismatic  subjects  by  the  Siciliot  Greek  artists  are  recognizable  as 
portraits.  The  tetradrachms  of  Leontini,  for  example,  portray  a number  of  young  men. 
probably  victors  in  local  athletic  contests,  whose  faces  have  been  preserved  for  all  time 
under  the  guise  of  Apollo.  In  creating  his,  Arethusa,  Euainetos  was  obviously  striving 
for  an  ideal  type  with  a universal  appeal.  His  success  can  be  measured  by  the  survival 
of  his  conception  into  our  own  time.  Fundamentally,  the  Goddess  of  Liberty  on  the 
Morgan  Dollar  is  only  a slightly  revised  version  of  Arethusa.  The  coin  listed  in  this  issue 
as  F 24  is  a brilliant  example  of  Euainetos’  artistry  in  a remarkable  state  of  preserva- 
tion. In  Hill’s  judgement,  “These  singularly  beautiful  decadrachms  have  been  felt  by 
most  who  have  considered  the  subject  to  be  the  finest  of  all  Greek  coins”. 
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The  reverse  of  each  of  the  two  dekadrachms  are  more  nearly  similar  than  their 
obverses.  Both  show  a quadriga  being  driven  at  a gallop,  the  charioteer  leaning  forward 
to  urge  on  the  horses.  We  know  he  is  the  front  runner  because  a small  Nike  flies  toward 
him  with  the  victor’s  crown  in  her  hand.  In  the  exergue,  below  the  ground  on  which 
the  quadriga  moves,  the  full  harness  of  a heavily  armed  Greek  soldier  is,  displayed  on 
what  could  be  the  cornice  of  a pedestal.  A cuirass  between  a pair  of  greaves  is  flanked 
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by  a shield  on  the  left  and  a crested  helmet  on  the  right.  Below  there  is  the  Greek  word 
for  “prizes”,  a very  significant  detail  for  the  purposes  of  our  discussion.  The  meaning 
of  this  word  has  been  the  subject  of  a number  of  different  opinions.  It  probably  had 
something  to  do  with  the  frequently  expressed  belief  that  the  coins  were  given  as  prizes 
to  victors  in  the  different  athletic  events  of  the  As.sinarian  games.  In  a sense,  there 
could  be  a certain  logic  in  this  interpretation,  if  one  assumes  that  the  successful  ath- 
letes were  presented  with  a monetary  payment  in  addition  to  the  traditional  crown  of 
leaves. 

On  the  other  hand,  even  many  of  the  older  numismatists  like  G.  F.  Hill  take  the 
straightforward  view  that  the  word  “prizes”  on  the  coins  refers  to  the  arms  themselves. 
The  Syracusans  captured  an  enormous  quantity  of  Athenian  equipment,  much  of  which 
must  have  been  of  the  highest  quality.  Good  armor  has  always  been  expensive.  To  win 
a complete  military  outfit,  or  significant  parts  of  one,  would  have  gladdened  the  heart 
of  any  young  Greek  and  been  a most  practical  acquisition  indeed  at  the  end  of  the  Fifth 
Century.  The  growing  importance  of  Syracuse  in  the  period  after  the  siege  also  meant 
that  she  had  to  look  to  her  defences.  Many  of  the  Assinarian  Athletes  must  have  served 
as  officers  and  soldiers  under  Dionysius,  when  they  put  their  prizes  to  very  good  use 
indeed.  There  are  differing  opinions,  of  course,  as  to  whether  the  arms  can  actually  be 
associated  with  the  spoils  of  the  victory.  Dr.  C.  M.  Kraay  of  the  Heberden  Coin  Room 
of  the  Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford,  is  one  of  the  skeptics.  And  he  has  the  advantage  of 
being  a recently  published  authority  so  that  his  opinions  can  be  accepted  as  up  to  date. 
Here  we  refer  the  reader  to  one  of  the  most  splendid  numismatic  works  ever  to  appear 
in  print  — Kraay  and  Hirmer’s,  “GREEK  COINS”,  New  York  1966.  The  book,  illustrated 
in  color  and  black  and  white,  is  a delight  to  the  eye  and  the  text  reflects  Dr.  Kraay’s 
experienced  judgement.  It  is  available  from  the  Galleries  at  $25.50,  postpaid. 

It  should  now  strike  the  reader  that  whether  dekadrachms  were,  or  were  not,  used 
as  prizes  in  the  games  lacks  a certain  relevance.  The  different  opinions  on  the  subject 
held  by  many  weighty  numismatic  scholars  are  sufficient  indication  that  the  last  word 
remains  to  be  said.  Nevertheless  there  is  no  valid  reason  why  an  individual  collector, 
who  may  not  regard  himself  as  a weighty  scholar,  should  avoid  reaching  some  tentative 
conclusions  about  the  coin  according  to  those  lights  which  have  been  vouchsafed  him.  If 
the  opinion  has  to  be  changed  or  modified  at  some  later  date  nothing  is  lost.  The  Editor 
will  expose  his  own  thinking  for  what  it  may  be  worth. 

The  inapplicability  of  the  word  “medallion”  to  describe  the  dekadrachms  seems  to 
us  to  be  emphasized  by  the  coins  themselves.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  those  of  the 
Euainetos  type  continued  to  be  struck  as  late  as  360  B.C.  Many  of  the  existing  specimens 
have  seen  considerable  circulation.  And  the  hoard  evidence  is  most  interesting.  One 
hoard  found  near  Santa  Maria  di  Licodia  in  1890  contained  no  less  than  67  dekadrachms, 
in  addition  to  other  coins,  while  a hoard  which  came  to  light  at  Naro  in  1925  had  34  deka- 
drachms of  Syracuse.  On  this  subject  the  reader  is  advised  to  consult  Noe’s,  “A  Biblio- 
graphy of  Greek  Coin  Hoards”,  (A.N.S.  Monograph  No.  78).  The  condition  of  many  of 
the  coins,  and  their  presence  in  quantity  in  hoards,  seems  to  us  to  indicate  that  they 
were  undoubtedly  struck  for  monetary  purposes  and  not  in  any  sense  as  medallions.  At 
the  same  time,  the  extension  of  the  issue  far  byond  412,  the  year  in  which  it  is  probable 
that  Kimon’s  type  first  appeared,  would  tend  to  throw  considerable  question  on  the 
whole  idea  of  their  use  as  prizes.  Although  they  were  certainly  inspired  by  the  events  of 
413,  any  direct  connection  with  the  Assinarian  games  remains  open  to  question.  But  when 
we  hold  one  of  the  coins  in  our  hand  today  it  is  permissible  to  wonder  whether  any  of 
these  considerations  are  really  important.  The  dekadrachm  has,  a peculiar  fascination. 
Perhaps  it  really  is  the  most  beautiful  coin  of  the  Ancient  World. 
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COLLECTOR  ANCESTORS  and  DESCENDANTS

The  pedigree  of  an  Order  or  British  War 
Medal  is  not  necessarily  restricted  to  proofs 
of  identity  of  the  original  recipient.  The  col- 
lector’s records,  if  properly  kept,  can  also 
carry  references  to  the  other  famous  col- 
lections which  once  contained  some  of  his 
own  prized  specimens.  Information  of  this 
kind  is  not  without  value.  In  those  halcyon 
days  fifty  to  ninety  years  ago,  when  the 
great  classic  collections  were  being  formed, 
the  world  moved  with  a considered  deliber- 
ation unknown  today.  There  was  more  lei- 
sure and  less  competition.  Although  it  may 
make  painful  reading  for  some,  we  might 
as  well  recognize  frankly  that  the  early 
collectors,  often  University  men  seasoned  by 
years  of  knowledgeable  study,  were  a better 
informed  group  than  their  modern  succes- 
sors. The  fact  that  a particular  piece  was 
once  in  the  possession  of  Lord  Cheylesmore, 
Brig.  Gen.  Palmer,  Col.  Whitaker,  Dr.  Payne, 
or  Hamilton-Smith  to  name  only  a few,  is 
then  both  an  indication  of  authenticity  and  a 
certificate  of  quality.  But  the  imaginative 
man  will  realize  at  once  that  a true  concept 
of  “value”  embodies  nuances  of  meaning 
which  cannot  be  confined  by  the  limitations 
of  the  definition  implied. 


Many  of  my  readers  will  have  the  odd  small  object  endowed  with  a strong  personal 
interest : a watch  and  chain,  or  a ring,  that  belonged  to  a grandfather  fondly  remem- 
bered from  boyhood.  A possession  of  this  kind  may  have  no  great  monetary  value  but 
it  has  untold  sentimental  value  to  the  individual  because  of  the  memories  it  invokes.  The 
watch  provides  the  link  connecting  him  with  a past  extending  back  beyond  his  lifetime. 
In  this  sense  a piece  of  insignia  once  part  of  an  historic  collection  places  today’s  owner 
in  the  geneological  table.  He  has  collector-ancestors  and  may  well  become  one  himself 
later  on.  The  tradition  of  ownership  becomes  an  important  part  of  the  “value”. 


It  must  be  admitted,  though,  that  while  geneological  tables  may  warm  the  cockles  of 
the  heraldic  expert’s  heart,  they  lack  the  human  appeal  of  grandfather’s  watch.  How 
much  better  to  have  actually  known  some  of  the  collector-ancestors  yourself.  This  is  not 
possible  in  most  cases  for  very  obvious  reasons.  Nevertheless,  there  can  be  circumstances 
where  it  is  quite  possible  to  either  have  known  one  or  more  of  them  personally,  or  to 
have  had  some  form  of  association  transcending  the  mere  ownership  of  a piece  which 
played  a part  in  their  collecting  lives  similar  to  the  one  it  plays  in  yours.  Two  experi- 
ences of  my  own  may  serve  to  explain  what  I mean. 
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Twenty-odd  years  ago,  when  I was  endowed  with  more  youthful  enthusiasm  than 
good  judgment,  I was  moved  to  write.  The  results  were  put  into  print  by  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  (with  greater  kindness  than  the  execution  probably  deserved)  as 
part  of  their  Monograph  series  under  the  title  of,  “British  Orders  and  Decorations”. 
The  little  book  contained  all  I knew  about  the  subject  at  that  time.  While  I have 
often  regarded  it  rather  dimly  in  more  recent  years,  I have  to  admit  it  did  me  a number 
of  unexpected  good  turns.  Not  the  least  of  these  took  the  form  of  a letter  from  a cer- 
tain Mr.  Thomas  Capstick,  living  in  northern  New  Jersey  near  where  I had  grown  up, 
who  identified  himself  as  another  collector.  He  wished  to  say  how  much  the  Monograph 
had  interested  him.  In  the  natural  course  of  events  I received  an  invitation  to  visit 
Mr.  Capstick. 

When  I arrived  at  his  home  I was  taken  immediately  to  the  “medal-room”,  a large 
comfortable  place,  the  walls  lined  with  glazed  cases  containing  a really  impressive  accu- 
mulation of  British  War  Medals  and  U.  S.  Medals  all  neatly  arranged  in  serried  rows  and 
appropriately  labeled.  There  was  also  a very  large  single  case  over  the  fireplace.  It  held 
insignia  of  the  British  Orders.  In  all  honesty  I must  confess  to  having  been  rather 
envious.  As  these  treasures  were  being  inspected  some  of  them  began  to  look  vaguely 
familiar.  Pointing  out  a Badge  of  the  Order  of  St.  Patrick  I told  my  host  that  I had  seen 
it  once  before.  He  replied,  “Then  you  must  have  known  Joe  Frayne.  I bought  all  his 
British  material  when  he  decided  to  give  up  collecting  a few  years  before  the  war”.  He 
was  partly  right.  Although  I had  never  known  the  gentleman  well,  I had  certainly  met 
him.  The  results  of  that  encounter  were  so  far  reaching  they  require  and  excursion  back 
to  the  beginning  of  things. 

Just  how  my  attention  was  first  attracted  to  the  British  Orders  is  probably  lost  in 
the  primeval  mists.  I knew  many  of  them  by  name  when  very  young  because  in- 
formation of  that  sort  was  common  in  my  family.  Pictures  certainly  played  a part.  The 
Garter  Star  and  ribbon  were  clearly  rendered  in  a colored  lithograph  of  Von  Angeli’s 
full  length  of  Queen  Victoria,  painted  in  1885,  in  father’s  library.  This  portrait  may  have 
led  me  to  the  11th  Edition  of  the  Britannica  with  its  splendid  plates  of  insignia  of  the 
Knightly  Orders.  Then  one  Saturday  in  the  very  early  1930’s  the  weekend  “Newark 
Evening  News”  carried  a full  page  feature  story  devoted  to  a man  who  had  the  odd  hobby 
of  collecting  Orders  and  medals.  His  name  was  Joseph  A.  Frayne  and  he  lived  not  too  far 
away.  The  article  was  illustrated  with  pictures  of  Mr.  Frayne  holding  specimens  from 
his  collection  mounted  on  pads.  One  of  the  pieces  was  a Badge  of  St.  Patrick. 

That  night  I read  and  re-read  about  Mr.  Frayne  and  his  hobby.  The  next  day,  sum- 
moning up  an  appearance  of  courage  I did  not  feel,  I telephoned  him  and  was  rewarded 
by  being  asked  to  come  and  see  his  collection.  Father  graciously  consented  to  provide 
the  transportation,  if  only  because  there  was  no  other  means  available.  It  was  a thrilling 
visit.  The  Badge  of  St.  Patrick  left  me  humble.  I had  never  expected  to  be  able  to  hold 
anything  so  wonderful  and  exciting.  The  idea  that  I might  ever  have  anything  like  it  of 
my  own  was  too  improbable  to  be  entertained.  Before  I left,  Mr.  Frayne  very  kindly 
gave  me  two  pieces.  They  were  French  but  they  were  the  first  in  my  collection.  Even 
more  to  the  point,  he  gave  me  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  two  London  Dealers  who 
were,  he  said,  essential  for  a collector  to  know.  They  still  are,  it  can  be  added. 

I only  saw  Mr.  Frayne  once  again  many  years  later,  but  I used  his  addresses  to  some 
good  purpose.  As  time  passed,  Dartmouth,  Harvard,  the  Navy  and  the  war  made  a shift 
at  implanting  some  sort  of  an  education  in  what  must  have  been  pretty  stony  ground. 
Another  side  effect  of  the  Monograph  was  that  I came  to  know  the  late  Harold  R. 
Gillingham,  author  of  several  Monographs  on  Orders  and  Medals  in  the  A.  N.  S.  series.

After  I went  off  to  spend  two  and  a half  years  in  Russia  I used  to  supply  him  with 
Soviet  stamps  for  his  grandchildren.  When  close  to  ninety  he  became  rather  housebound 
in  his  home  near  Philadelphia.  Occasionally  I would  spend  an  afternoon  with  him.  On 
one  of  these  visits  I asked  just  what  he  had  done  with  his  own  collection,  reflecting  that 
it  was  curious  of  me  never  to  have  thought  of  the  question  before. 

The  story  unfolded  was  not  without  a surprise.  Mr.  Gillingham  reminisced  a bit  first. 
He  really  had  had  a rather  nice  collection  he  thought  and  named  several  prize  specimens 
it  contained.  One  of  these  was  a Badge  of  St.  Patrick,  purchased  in  England  in  1914.  In 
the  late  1920’s  he  reached  a dead  end.  His  interest  in  Orders  was  slowly  being  transferred 
to  Colonial  American  silver.  One  dark  and  stormy  night  in  the  Autumn  of  1929  he  re- 
ceived a telephone  call  from  a man  who  said  he  would  like  to  see  the  Gillingham  col- 
lection. This  request  was  met  by  the  courteous  suggestion  that  the  owner  would  be

happy  to  show  it  to  him  at  any  convenient  time.  The  caller  promptly  suggested  the  same 
evening.  The  words  of  Mr.  Gillingham’s  reply  are  still  green  : “I  told  him  if  he  was  fool 
enough  to  come  out  on  a night  like  that  he  would  be  welcome”. 

Shortly  thereafter  a dripping  gentleman  arrived.  He  inspected  the  collection  and  then 
bluntly  asked  if  any  of  the  pieces  were  for  sale.  He  was  informed  nothing  was  for  sale 
individually  but  the  whole  might  be.  Whereupon  the  visitor  named  a figure  so  high  for 
those  days  that  a bargain  was  closed  at  once.  Much  to  Air.  Gillingham’s  astonishment 
he  produced  a roll  of  notes  from  his  pocket  and  paid  cash  down.  The  Orders  and 
medals  were  wrapped  up  in  newspaper  and  the  new  owner  disappeared  into  the  dark. 
When  this  tale  came  to  its  conclusion,  Mr.  Gillingham  added,  “I’ve  never  heard  of  him 
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since,  but  I remember  that  his  name  was  Frayne”.  He  was  quite  interested  to  learn  that 
Tom  Capstick  now  had  much  of  the  collection  including  the  Badge  of  St.  Patrick  of 
which  he’d  been  rather  fond. 

Tom  Capstick  and  myself  soon  became  fast  collecting  friends.  This  desirable  state  of 
affairs  was  not  uninfluenced  by  his  charming  wife.  I got  along  with  Ruth.  The  two  of  us 
laughed  at  the  same  things.  She  was  possessed  of  admirably  controlled  feminine  instincts. 
In  her  role  of  collector’s  wife  she  knew  when  to  play  her  part  as  hostess  and  when  to 
withdraw,  “so  the  boys  can  medal”,  as  she  put  it.  While  Tom  remained  deeply  attached  to 
British  War  Medals  he  also  acquired  some  very  fine  British  Orders  to  fill  in  the  gaps 
— stimulated  by  my  example  he  claimed.  Then  in  1958,  for  various  personal  reasons,  he 
decided  to  sell  his  entire  collection  except  for  the  U.  S.  material.  Like  the  great  gentleman 
he  was,  he  made  his  plans  known  to  the  small  nucleus  of  collectors  with  whom  he  had 
become  intimate.  The  War  Medals  were  disposed  of  “en  bloc”.  They  now  form  part  of  a 
splendid  collection  in  Pennsylvania.  The  St.  Patrick,  of  course,  came  to  me,  along  with 
a few  other  things. 

The  Badge  lies  beside  me  as  I write.  There  is  probably  no  other  single  object  so 
intimately  connected  with  my  past.  It  imparts  some  reality  to  a shadowing  recollection 
of  boyhood  enthusiasms.  The  three  generations  of  collector-ancestors,  all  of  whom  have 
now  passed  on,  are  not  impersonal  names  but  vividly  remembered  people.  The  piece  is 
not  just  another  “collector’s  item”,  to  use  a most  unfortunate  modern  term,  but  a symbol 
of  human  relationships.  It  is  a fitting  souvenir  of  my  warm  personal  friendship  with  Tom 
Capstick,  one  of  the  finest  men  I’ve  ever  known. 

As  soon  as  one  turns  to  the  great  historic  collections  mentioned  earlier  in  this 
article,  any  form  of  associational  experience  on  the  direct  or  indirect  level  is  bound  to 
involve  elements  of  sheer  improbable  fantasy.  In  retrospect,  it  cannot  be  said  that  the 
points  of  contact  I had  with  the  late  Col.  Sir  Albert  Whitaker,  if  that’s  what  they  can  be 
called,  were  marked  by  the  expected  or  the  routine.  The  whole  affair  started  before  I’d 
ever  heard  of  him  and,  in  a sense,  may  not  yet  be  ended.  I never  met  him,  but  at  the 
same  time  he  cannot  be  classed  as  a complete  stranger.  I count  myself  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing been  able  to1  see  his  entire  collection  before  it  was  dispersed  — in  fact  before  I had 
any  idea  it  ever  would  be  dispersed.  To  admire  something  in  a museum  and  later  to 
acquire  the  very  piece  itself  must  come  fairly  close  to  sounding  like  the  collector’s  dream. 
In  this  instance  it  is  one  which  came  true  for  me  with  the  Whitaker  Collection. 

Immediately  after  the  last  war  was  over  “the  exigencies  of  the  Naval  Service”  re- 
sulted in  my  accompanying  Vice  Admiral  William  A.  Glassford,  C.B.,  U.S.N.  to  Palermo 
and  there  to  take  up  residence  in  the  Villa  Malfitano.  The  house  was  under  requisition 
by  the  Navy  to  provide  a suitable  setting  for  such  an  exalted  personage  as  the  Vice 
Admiral  who  served  as  second  to  Admiral  Sir  John  Cunningham,  K.C.B.,  R.N.,  (later 
Admiral-of-the-Fleet,  G.C.B.  and  First  Sea  Lord)  Commander-in-Chief  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean. It  was  a roomy  place  near  the  edge  of  the  city  surrounded  by  goodness  knows 
how  many  broad  acres  of  its  own  enclosed  by  a high  stone  wall.  Among  other  amenities 
there  was  Alberto,  the  Major  Domo,  an  old  retainer  of  the  actual  owners.  I will  always 
remember  Alberto  with  affection.  When  I found  myself  saddled  with  the  responsibility 
of  running  the  establishment  to  the  Vice  Admiral’s  satisfaction,  Alberto  took  pity.  He 
did  the  running,  taught  me  to  perform  with  dignity,  gave  me  my  first  Italian  lessons,  and 
unfailingly  maintained  the  fiction  that  I was  in  charge. 

I soon  learned  that  the  Villa  Malfitano  belonged  to  the  Whitakers,  a British  family 
long  resident  in  Sicily.  A very  enterprising  gentleman  named  Benjamin  Ingham  had  left 
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Yorkshire  for  Sicily  in  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth  Century  to  seek  his  fortune.  He 
sought  and  found  to  such  good  effect  that  by  the  time  he  died  in  1861  he  was  the  wealth- 
iest man  on  the  island.  Although  eventually  married  to  the  Duchess  of  Santa  Rosalia, 
there  were  no  children  of  the  marriage.  Foreseeing  this  possibility,  Benjamin  Ingham 
had  brought  his  two  Whitaker  nephews  out  to  enter  the  business.  Of  these  Joseph 
Whitaker  I became  his  principal  heir  and  head  of  the  family  enterprises,  which,  among 
other  things,  included  virtually  a monopoly  of  the  Marsala  wine  industry.  One  of  his 
several  sons,  Joseph  Whitaker  II,  followed  in  his  father’s  footsteps.  It  was  he  who  had 
huilt  the  Villa.  The  family  has  continued  to  remain  entirely  British  to  this  day,  in  spite 
of  a residence  of  over  a century  and  a half  on  the  island.  During  that  time  no  other  single 
group  of  individuals  made  a greater  contribution  to  the  economic,  political,  social  and 
cultural  development  of  Sicily.

When  I lived  at  Malfitano  the  house  was  owned  by  Joseph  Whitaker  II’s 
widow,  Donna  Tina,  then  in  Rome  with  her  daughter,  Miss  Delia  Whitaker.  Donna  Tina 
was  a striking  personality  in  her  own  right  who  had  a tremendous  literary  reputation 
based  upon  a variety  of  works  published  in  English  and  Italian.  During  a subsequent 
visit  to  Rome  I was  commanded  to  lunch  by  Donna  Tina  and  Miss,  Whitaker.  It  must  be 
admitted  that  I probably  didn’t  shine  on  that  occasion.  In  trying  to  follow  directions  to 
my  hostess’  address  I became  hopelessly  lost  and  arrived  an  hour  late,  feeling  terribly 
embarrassed.  Under  the  circumstances  the  kindness  with  which  I was  received  must  have 
represented  a triumph  of  manners  over  inclination.  Luncheon  conversation  eventually  led 
around  to  my  collecting  interests.  The  ladies  promptly  thought  I must  know  all  about  the 
late  Sir  Albert  who,  they  assured  me,  had  been  a medal  collector  of  great  importance. 
I’d  never  heard  of  him,  which  didn’t  help. 
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This  unfortunate  gap  In  my  education  was  later  repaired.  During  a quick  trip  to 
London  in  1947,  I visited  the  Royal  United  Services  Museum,  one  of  my  favorite  haunts, 
now  no  longer  in  existence.  Much  to  my  surprise  I found  the  arrangements  in  the  Wolse- 
ley  room  changed  about.  All  the  Field  Marshal’s  relics  had  been  moved  out,  with  the 
exception  of  his  decorations,  to  make  room  for  the  Whitaker  Collection  of  Orders  and 
British  War  Medals.  It  took  only  one  quick  look  to  make  me  realize  that  when  the  Whit- 
aker ladies  in  Rome  told  me  Sir  Albert  was  a collector  of  importance  they  had  not  over- 
stated the  case.  It  would  be  difficult  for  anyone  to  duplicate  the  broad  scope  of  his  holdings 
today.  One  of  the  sons  of  Joseph  I,  he  returned  to  England  and  followed  a military  career. 
He  published  two  volumes  of  a catalogue  of  his  collection  privately  in  1890  and  1897. 
After  his  death  before  the  last  war,  the  collection  was  deposited  in  the  R.U.S.I.  as  a 
temporary  loan  by  his  son  and  remained  there  for  several  years. 

When  I encountered  the  collection  in  the  museum  I naturally  paid  close  attention  to 
the  Orders.  Two  of  them  caught,  and  held,  my  eye.  One  of  these  was  a Garter  Star 
of  very  pleasing  proportions.  I thought  it  the  most  attractive  I’d  ever  seen.  The  other 
was  a rather  small  Badge  of  St.  Patrick,  the  center  of  which  was  a hard  stone  cameo 
described  somewhat  inaccurately  in  the  second  volume  of  the  Whitaker  catalogue.  The 
next  day  I made  a particular  point  of  mentioning  them  to  one  of  the  London  Dealers 
whose  address  Mr.  Frayne  had  given  me  so  many  years  before,  with  the  strong  injunc- 
tion to  be  sure  to  let  me  know  if  similar  pieces  came  into  his  hands.  He  smiled  sooth- 
ingly but  said  little.  Later  I realized  the  chances  were  probably  very  slim  of  ever  being 
able  to  duplicate  the  pair. 

About  1956  a Sale  catalogue  came  to  hand  listing  a fairly  large  quantity  of  foreign 
Orders  but  no  British  ones.  Memory  s.tirred  and  I realized  that  they  were  part  of  the 
Whitaker  collection.  It  wasn’t  very  long  afterwards  that  the  balance,  comprising  the 
British  Orders  and  War  medals,  was  purchased  by  the  same  Dealer  to  whom  I had 
spoken  about  the  Garter  Star  and  cameo  St.  Patrick  almost  a decade  before.  Sooner  or 
later  the  practiced  collector  learns  he  must  cultivate  the  twin  virtues,  of  determination 
and  patience.  Whatever  cultivation  of  these  qualities  I had  been  able  to  make  certainly 
stood  me  in  good  stead.  While  I now  have  the  two  pieces  it  took  time  (and  perhaps 
prayer)  to  acquire  them.  I had  never  dreamed  of  such  good  luck  befalling  me,  any  more 
than  when  I saw  Joe  Frayne’s  St.  Patrick  Badge.  Perhaps  I ought  to  write  Miss  Delia 
Whitaker,  who  still  lives,  in  the  Villa  Malfitano,  and  tell  her  about  the  pair,  but  I’m  not 
sure  my  nerve  is  up  to  it.  The  late  appearance  in  Rome  has  probably  long  been  forgotten. 
I have  another  weighty  matter  on  my  conscience  — the  awful  occasion  in  1963  when  I 
was  prevented  at  the  last  moment  from  leaving  Naples  for  Palermo  in  response  to  a very 
kind  luncheon  invitation  from  Miss  Delia,  thus  rather  upsetting  her  arrangements,! 

I have  been  fortunate  in  knowing  three  generations  of  my  collector-ancestors  and 
to  have  had  an  unexpectedly  close  association  with  one  of  the  great  historic  collections 
of  the  past.  Of  course,  the  names  of  my  own  collector-deseendants  still  remain  hidden 
(I  hope  for  some  time  to  come).  Descendants  there  certainly  will  be  because  I have  no 
patience  with  smug  self-consequence  that  parades  ill  concealed  behind  a facade  of  pro- 
posed public  benefaction.  It  is  questionable  whether  there  are  any  collections  of  Orders 
or  War  Medals,  as  such,  now  in  existence  worthy  of  being  left  to  a Museum.  The  man 
wdio  contemplates  disposing  of  his  entire  collection  in  this  fashion  should  recognize  that 
he  will  deprive  his  potential  collector-descendants  of  the  pleasure  he  himself  once 
enjoyed  without  compensation.  His  name  will  be  much  better  perpetuated  in  human 
hearts  than  it  could  ever  be  if  his  treasures  gather  dust  in  Museum  drawers,  where 
eventually  they  become  quite  unavailable  to  anyone  for  whom  they  might  have  the 
slightest  interest.

These  magnificent  Dekadrachms  were  issued  after  the  defeat 
of  Athens  in  413  B.C.  The  Arms  in  the  exergue  may  represent  some 
of  the  spoils  taken  from  Athenians. 

The  Eunainetos  Dekadrachms  were  just  as  much  admired  in  the 
Ancient  world  as  they  are  today.  The  head  of  Persephone  became 
a favorite  subject  for  the  best  engravers  of  Ancient  Greece  and  un- 
doubtedly inspired  similar  designs  on  many  modern  coins,  although 
the  Goddess  was  transformed  into  “Liberty”  during  the  19th 
Century. 

This  specimen  is  the  most  beautiful  example  of  the  famous  De- 
kadrachm of  Syracuse  we  have  ever  had  the  privilege  of  handling. 
It  is  worthy  of  a place  in  the  best  private  or  public  collection.

French  Coins  llth-15th  Century 

The  abbreviations  “L.”  and  “Ci.,”  used  when  describing  the  following 
coins,  refer  to  Lafaurie’s,  “Les  Monnaies  des  Rois  de  France’’,  Vols.  I and  II, 
and  Ciani’s,  “Les  Monnaies  Royales  Frangaises”,  respectively. 

In  considering  condition  it  might  be  remembered  that  standards  regarded 
as  normal  when  grading  milled  issues  of  the  18th  and  19'th  Centuries  cannot  be 
applied  to  hammered  coins  of  the  12th  or  16th  Century.  Early  French  pieces 
frequently  suffer  more  from  weak  striking  than  from  circulation.

“We  regard  this  piece  as  having  a place  of  particular  importance. 

Struck  at  the  very  end  of  the  reign  of  Louis  XII,  it  opened  a 
new  chapter  in  French  numismatics.  It  is  the  first  French  silver 
coin  with  a high  value  which  was  not  produced  simply  for  use  as 
small  change.  But  the  significance  of  this  monetary  evolution 
was  increased  two  fold  by  a revolution  in  the  art  of  coinage  : the 
first  appearance  of  a regal  portrait.  The  artistic  freedom  allowed 
in  the  rendering  of  the  King’s  bust  is  immediately  apparent. 

Each  mint  used  its  own  version.  The  results  of  this  unfettered 
artistic  climate  reached  their  full  bloom  under  Francis  I.  — The 
Teston  was  struck  at  Lyons,  Paris,  Rouen  and  Tours,  with  as 
many  varieties  of  effigies”.
